The Accused Yet in Custody-No 


New Developments. 


Cream of tne Testimony at tho InqueBt- 


The VercUct. 


The announcement in the REPUBLICAN 


of last Saturday that Dr. James D. 
Wheeler had been arrested at noon on 
that day, charged with the murder of 
Mias Estella Risley, daughter of A. T. 
Risley, created a decided sensation in all 
quarters of the city among all classes of 
people.

The jury repaired to Greenwood cemetery 
to view the remains before hearing the 
testimony.

dom. The body was exhumed, and the 
remains, still looking as natural as on 
Thursday when they were consigned to 
the grave, were exposed tr, view bv the 
removal of tho lid of the casket. 
The 


disinterment and subsequent scenes were 
quite dramatic and sadly impressive. - 
Those gathered about tho coflin stood 
with uncovered heads ns they looked upon 
the face and form of one whose sull'erings 
were greater than tongue or pen can ex- 
press one whoso young life went out in 
the very moiuing of her womanhood. It 
was not n time for much reflection, and 
without unnecessary delay the physicians 
performed the duty asssignod them in the 
presence of the jury, all outside™ being 
excluded from observation. That duty 
wan to make n second post-mortem exam- 
nation of the body, and it was accom- 
plished as soon as possible. 


The testimony of the physicians named 


above was then heard by the jury. They 
all agreed upon tho point that an abortion 
had been performed upon the deceased. 
All had examined the uterus and found it 
punctured. 


The hearing of further testimony was 


deferred until 7:130 o'clock, and the body 
was again consigned to the grave. The 
jury reassembled in the sheriffs office in 
court house at 7:3(1 o'clock, tho people 
represented by Mr. Johns and Cren & 
Ewiug, and the accused by Nelson & 
Hundley and I. A. Buckingham. Doctor 
Wheeler was not present. 
Seven wit- 


nesses were examined. 
Mrs. Gertrude 


Tcrhune, sister of the fdeceased, tes- 
tified Hint Stella camo homo quite sick on 
September 2Cth, and had sull'ered terribly 
up to the evening of October Kith, when 
she died. Witness stated that on the day 
Stella died she said: "I feel ns it 1 had 
been torn all to pieces by that doctor, 
(meaning Wheeler.) 1 could shoot him 
as I would a cur dog." She also told of 
instruments having been used by Wheel- 
er. Mrs. Lizzie Loring, sister of the 
deceased, stated that she had seen the 
accused use instruments on two occasions, 
but she could not describe them. The 
doctor had said Stella's trouble was con- 
gestion of the bowels. Witness hud seen 
Wheeler wrap something up and carry it 
away from tho house. Didn't know what 
it, was. Dr. Josiah Brown testified as to 
having seen the deceased two weeks ago 
in apparently perfect health. George V. 
Loring, brother-in-law of the deceased, 
testified principally as to how Stella came 
to be treated by Dr. Wheeler. He said 
in April or May last she went with her 
father to Dr. Wheeler's oHico to be treat- 
ed for catarrh, with which she had been 
troubled. He had been treating her evr 
since. Witness wns out of town on Sept. 
2fHb, but when he came buck deceased 
•vas very sick. A week before her death 
Stella said she would die. Witness had 
10 faith in the hkill of Wheeler an a phy- 
sician, and didn't believe that she had 
been treated proper)}. 
MIHS Li/.xie Mur- 


ph>, anear neighbor, testified us to the 
sull'erings of the poor girl. Mrs. Allie P. 
Uislcy, Kister-in-law of the deceased, stat- 


.1 that on the morning of Sept. 2(ith 
Stella was in great misery. She was with 
the deceased during her illness. She 
identified instruments shown by Mr. 
Johns us thesame that Wheeler had used. 
Stelln was in great pain all the time. The 
doctor said she had congestion of the 
bowels. When the doctor came he. al- 
ways told anyone in the room to go out, 
so that he could lie alone with Stella. 
One time witness went out, but instead of 
going away entirely she stood near the 
door, which was ajar, so that she could 
see and hear what was going on inside. 
She heard the conversation Ijctwwn Stella 
and Dr. Wheeler.which she detailed to the 
niry This happened about the iKIth of 
5eptenibor. That day Stella gave witness 


key to a wash stand drawer and told her 


> open it aud give deceased some letters 
;ie would find there. The letters were 
iven to Wheeler by witness, when Stella 
iid: "Doctor, you take them; you know 
hat they are," There was but one en- 
elope, but there was more than one letter 
u it. The docior made no reply but took 
he envelope arid put it iu one of the iu- 
ide pockets of his coat. James Keefe 
estified as to having seen one of A. T. 
iislej's daughters come out of the stair- 
way leading to Wheeler's office. The girl 
seemed to be in great pain and very weak 
and her condition was sncli as to attract 
he attention of witness as he was passing 
along. A man whom he did not know, 
bnt now believes to have been Doctor 
Wheeler, caught hold of the arm of the 
girl and supported her as she walked t<: 


during the three weeks previous to her 
death she had gone there as often as five 
or six times each week, and witness" wife 
had told him that Stella was going there 
too often.
